ProvUiiMia of a riaaaolal Bill latro*

London, May 2.\— A dispatch from 
Biida-Pesth says that the currency re- 
form bills introduced in the Hungarian 
diet agree in their main pointi with 
those laid before Austrian parliammt. 
One of the measures directs the notifica* 
tion of the withdrawal or the redemp- 
tion of the five-per-cent. paper rentes to 
the total value of 888,000,000 floviiia, ai 
well as of the bonds and ahaiw at the 
state railways maturing after July 1 
next. 

The notiflcatian of withdrawal is to 
be published at least three months in ad- 
vance. The minister of finance is aa* 
thorized in exchange for the rentes to be 
redeemed to issue stodi at a lower rate 
of interest, pnrable in kronen, and to re- 
place the railway secnritieB by a corre- 
siKinding issue of four-per-cent. gold 
rentes, secured hy the ndlwajra in ques* 
tion and redeemaUe witUh Mfenty-ftf* 
years. 

The preamble of the bill says that the 
minister of finance has procured from 
the available funds iu the treastiry 4S,« 
OOO.iKM) gold florins, and that according 
to the treaty clause determining Hun- 
garv's quota, a further inm of 38,600,000 
gold florins will, therefore, be required 
for the MdamptioB of tlie Hungarian 
state notes. Tfisae amounts will suffloe 
if the bndgeta ca Austria and Hungary 
for the next few Tears show a surplua. 
Hhoold tlie aiport tmde of the monardiy 
taha all naflBforahla torn, it would be* 
come necessary to maka forthar gold 
purchases. • 

Tlie standard of coinage is to be such 
that 2,05S kronen will go to a kilogram 
of gold having a fiawjeai of 900-1,000, 
that is to say, 8,980 kronen will be coiaed 
out of a kilogram of pure gold. The 
gold coiiis 'wul be twenfyand ten kronen 
pieces and wiU ba stamck on hott 
state and prhrala aoooonta. Dnoato win 
continu&to ha niBtsA as oaim for trad- 
ing purposaa, hi addittai to these gold 
corns, the pr aw nt AwMaB Am ooioa 
win remain in obeoiatkNitllia AnilriMi 
silver florin being aqniTilMit to two 
kronen. 

The fractional ourreoOT will cottdst of 
one kronen an^ flffy naUer piaoei In 
silver, twenty and tan heOjar pieces m 
nickel and two and on* hflUer pieces fa 
bronze. The silver coinaga will haft a 
fineness of 885-1,000 and iOO oM-teena 
pieoss wUl go to a kilogram of irfl* 
ver. 

Austria's share In the new ooliiaga Is 

fixed as follows: 

Silver coin. 140,000,000 kronen; nickel 
coin, 42.oou.(KK) kronen, and bronse coin, 
18.200,000 kronen. The existing Aus- 
trian paper tokens wUl remain in drcn- 
latioB Mr tha p wsw i^ «yis florin being 
etinal to two kronen. The elsoseinthe 
coinage treaty between Austria and 
Hungary determining the quoto of eoins 
to be contributed each state provides 
for the coinage in the two halves of the 
monan hv together of 200,000,000 kronen 
siUi-r pieces, 600,000,000 nickel pieces 
and 26,UtX),000 broue pieces. 

Arrangements will be made at the 
proper moment for the regulation of the 
jiro paper circulation and tbe resumption 
of specie pajrments. The Austro-Hun- 
garian coina^ce treaty is to remain in 
operation until the end of lOlU. imd as 
soon as it comes into force the two gov- 
ernments will resume negotiations with 
a view to making the adoption of the 
unit ooinpulsory in the monetary numer- 
ation of the country. ArrangeJiieiits will 
then also lie made for tho regular and 
general circulation of the new c< linage, 
the regulation of the paper cunency and 
for the enactment of laws for the re- 
sumption of specie paj-ments. 

The third bill provides that necuuiary 
id)ligationsmay be di8charge<l in gold 
florins as well as in the new gold coins 
of the country, forty-two Austrian gold 
florins beiu;; ei^ual to one hunared 
kronen. 

The fourth bill (contains an a])i)endix 
to the statutes of tlie Austro-Hungarian 
bank, imposing upon the latter the obli- 
gation of exchanging at luiy time against 
bank notes the legal gold coin at their 
nominal value, iw well as gold bars ac- 
cording to the legal coinage standaru of 
the kronen ctirrency. 

The fifth bill authorizes the minister 
of finance to raise a loan for procuring 
the bullion required for the new coinage. 
The new loan is to be issued in the form 
of a four-i)er-cent Austrian gold rente, 
fi-ee of taxes, and Austrian florins to the 
amount of l!S.1.-ir>U,000are to be redeemed 
iu the new coinage in gold.

Harrty Harris, Oolorcd, Shot Down hj 
Montiitf — Partlenlan of 



The toneiuMit baildliv known h the 

"King House," 1)11 tho Flomiii;; i)ik(\wa8 
the scene of another killiii); last ni^lit. 

Between 10 and 11 o'clock, Harvey 
Harris, colored, was shot dow|i by Lee 
](fontjoy. The weapon used was s 38-cal* 
ibre Smitli & Wesson pistol. Montjoy 
flred twice, but only one shot took effect, 
the ball entering almost in the ceflter of 
the breast. Harris stajf^'crcil a few feet 
and fell on hii fitce at the edge of the 
street, dying in a few minntea. 

Harris was better known as Harvey 
Baldwin. He had been employed aboat 
the hotels for a year or so, and for some 
timeliad'rlrivon thcbaggaf;e dray l)etween 
the Central ami the depots. He wa.s 
about thirty years of age. 

Immediately after the killing ^Fontjoy 
came down town and surrendered to 
Deputy Marshal 8tookdaIe» who lodged 
him in jail. 

A representative of the Bcllitik saw 
Montjoy this morning. He says he went 
oat and was waiting for a woman who 
was in the house. Tom Sonsley, colored, 
and another fellow wlioni Nfontjoy says 
he didn't know came up to where he was, 
and then went down throagh a narrow 

alley to the rear nf the house. F^liortly 
after Montjoy went down through this 
alley to a small poidi in thaiMlr. . Harris 
was in the door, and as Montjoy came up 
he asked : "Where did Tom go?" "Who 
are you talking to, you s— n of a h— h ?" 
was Harris' reply. Montjoy says Harris 
immediately drew back and struck him 
in the side with- his fist, knocking liini 
across the porch. He saw Harris step off 
into the narrow alley and stoop down and 
I)ick nj> sonu'tliing. Harris drc\vl)ack as 
though in the act of. throwing at him.

Xul ffK.:Stwice. He doesn't kfiow which 
'yhhot struck. 

Montjoy says he dlQn't know who Har- 
ris was at the tiiuf. He had never had 
any trouble with liiai. 
(jqAt the Coroner's in(juest held this 
morning before ••Squire Miller, Sou^^li y 
and Jack Keyes, who was with him, l>oth 
testified to finding Montjoy at the house 
wh^ they reached it, Sonsley says he 
saw Montjoy peeping down into the alley. 
He afterwanlH canic down. Harris was 
standing on the corner of porch. Shortly 
af tewards the shooting was done. AH he 
he heard Harris say was, " Don't shoot, 
please, Mister." 

Sousley and Keyes were at the house 
earlier in tile night, bat Ifontjoy came 
and they left. ' 

Mon^oy killed Lewis Berry, colored, a 
few years ago within twenty feet of where 
he shot Harris last night. 

Harris was generally regarded as an 
inoffensive man. 

The verdict of the Coroner's jury wan 
simjily that Harris came to his death 
from a pistol shot fired by Montjoy.

Fit/patriek .said there was 
nothing he could say that would ht lp his 
case. The murder was caused by licjuor. 
lie was satisfied tiiat a man of his ner- 
vous teinjieranient should iievei' ilrink. 
When the hour arrived for the execu- 
tion the condcmneil walked firmly to the 
scalfold and ni.'ir.ited. Before the black 
ca]) \v;iv pl.u ed over liis head he bade 
those ]iieM i,t udoil Iw and was ready to 
inei't his late. The noose was atljiiste<l 
and be was lar.nched into eternity. 

The execution was witnessed bv oidy 
thirty iiersons, including the jihysicians, 
jury anil reporters. Outside the jail 
about 'JOO people gathered, but they 
were SO' in 'lisjuM sed by the jiolice. 

The Clime lor which Fitzpatricl: was 
e.\eci;ied wa.s the killing of Samuel 
Early, a sttnd roller, on the night of 
Sejii. 'J. Isi'.M. The inurderer was for 
many year.; a trani]). but worked at od<l 
times as a l.i borer. 

On the uig!»f of the murder he met his 
viitiin. Samuel F^arly, in the Phcenix 
hot«-l bnrrooiii. •")! Kleventh street, and 
they had ^eveial drinks. About 10 a 
(piaircl arose betwe(!n the men and 
ended i;i Carly knocking Fitzpa'rick 
down. .lolili I'ajiie. the bartender, put 
F'itzpiilrii k out and toM I",arly to follow. 
As ICarly pushi'd one of tlu' swinging 
doors open. FilzjKttiick. who was on the 
outside. stalib"d Bailv in the groin. The 
injured mail staggered back and said to 
Payne, -Look heie." lie fell down and 
in three iiiinulr-s lie was de.id. 

The nniiilerer was arrested and at the 
fall term of coai t was tried, convicted 
of murder in the first d' giec and con- 
demned ti) ilc-ith.
